NEW YORK, July 1.—John F. Wal- 
lace has got back at Secretary Taft 
good and hard. He has issued a state- 
ment explaining his resignation from 
the Panama Canal Commission and 
chief engineership. He says that the 
reasons for doing so are underlying and 
fundamental and emphatically denies 
that his motive was financial—‘‘for mere 
lucre,’’ if you please. 

He asserts that Secretary Taft sent a 
man, Nelson Cromwell, to meet him on 
his arrival in New York from the isth- 
nius, who tried to draw from him what 
he was coming to see the Secretary 
about. Cromwell didn’t find out and 


Taft got angry. 

Therefore, when they met, says Wal- 
lace, Taft ‘showed irritation plainly and 
from the outset tried to make, the inter--: 
view unsatisfactory. 

He kept Cromwell in the room 
cut Wallace short in his suggestions. 
»The Secretary, he says, misunderstood 
him on the proposition of quitting the. 
commission to accept a position in New 
¥York. He did not tell him that he had 
done so, but that he would like to do 
go at such a time as would cause the 
least embarrassment to the administra- 


tion.

SALT LAKE. July 1—Frederick M. 
Smith, grandson of Joseph Smith, 
S0-called prophet and founder of the 
Mormon Church, has created a stir here 
by the pubiication of an open letter 
addressed to “The People of Royaltoa 
and Sharon, Vt., and to the Peopie of 
the United States,’ in which he joins 
* the protest raised by citizens of the 
Vermont towns against the erection 
there by the Utah Mormons of a mon- 
ument to Joseph Smith on the farm 
where the prophet was born. 

Frederick M. Smith, who. is in Utah 
er paucting a campaign for the Lamoni 
(10.) branch of the church of which hs 
father, Joseph Smith, son of the proph- 
sat is the head, bases his protest on his; 

€gation that the erection of the mon- 
ument by the leaders of the Utah Mor- 
mons. “‘many of whom.” he says, “are 
acknowledged lawbreakers and intend 
to remain such,” would discredit the 
memory of Joseph Smith in the eyes of 
the world. 

The writer insists that the name of 
Joseph Smith shall not be connected 
with what he terms “the disgusting and 
revolting state of affairs’’ which has 
been revealed in Utah, and most posi- 
tively a8serts that Joseph Smith, the 
prophet, never practiced or counte- 
nanced the polygamous relations {fos- 
tered by the Mormons who came to 
Utah under the leadership of Brigham 
Young. To back up his assertions, he 
quoves from a decision of Judge John 
F. Philips of the Federal Court for the 
Western District of Missouri, in which 
Judge Philips declared that there was 
no proof that Joseph Smith had ever 
taught or practiced polygamy and that 
polygamy was never promulgated, 
‘aught nor recognized as a doctrine of 
the church prior to the assumption of 
authority by Brigham Young.

Contractors Anxious to Raise 
for Their Own Use a 
Sunken Boat.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—Ten 
contractors are making: life mis- 
erable for Julius Kruttsehnitt of the 
Southern Pacific Company these days 
and it is all about a. $400,000 sunken 
steamer belonging to the Southern Pa- 
cific’s Morgan Steamer Line between 
New Orleans and New York. The steam-~- 
er is the Louisiana and it is lying in 
the Mississippi River bottom near New 
Orleans. It has been there since April 
7 last. Kruttschnitt’s New Orleans of- 
ficials have failed to raise the steamer 
and have abandoned the work. So have 
the underwriters. In the meantime the 
ship has sunk deeper in the sand and a 
report has been sent Kruttschnitt that 
the several companies engaged to raise 
the steamer have reported the task an 
impossibility. 

Kruttschnitt, who is at Denver on his 
way to the coast; is to be met here by 
eight or ten contractgrs, or their 
agents, who want to raise the vessel 
as their own property, provided he wil! 
relinquish all claim to it on behalf of 


the Southern Pacific. They want an ab-}: 


solutely clear title or they will not make 
any attempt to raise the ship. They 
want to begin work in July, when a fall 
of 10 or 12 feet in the level of the Mis- 
sissipp! River will expose some of the 


upper part of the vessel. 

Kruttschnitt is said to believe that 
if these men are so anxious to go to 
the expense of raising the. vessel for 
their own use, the company ought to 
make another effort at low water in 
connection withthe underwriters. The 
latter have not yet paid the insurance 
on the vessel to the railroad and they 
are’ comp @ating the situation by re 
fusing for the time being to give a clear 
title to independent wreckers.

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STEVENS IS 10 
HAVE FREE HAND 
IN CANAL WORK 


New Chief Engineer of Canal 
Will Get What Wallace 
Wanted and Proceed With 


Construction. 


WORK MAY BE LET 
OUT BY CONTRACT 


Abandonment of Policy of Gov- 
ernment Acting as Employer |] 
Under Consideration — Stev- '|§ 
ens Believes It Less Effec- 
tive Than Contracts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. e 

CHICAGO, July 1.—‘*"Ninety-elght 
cents worth of results for every 100 
cents of expenditure will be my system 
in building the Panama Canal,”’ de- 
Clared John F. Stevens, the new engi- 
neéeer. ’ 

On the engineering problems, 
methods of construction, the securing 
of labor and the present organization 
of the working force, and the allevia- 
tion of conditions which have been sus- 
pected of having caused . friction be- 


tween former Engineer Wallace and the i 


Isthmian Canal Commission, Mr. Ste 


vens refused 
meeting his predecessor or visiting the 
ecene of work. 

“I have always found that those who 
announce their plans before they un- 
Gerstand their task accomplish noth- 
ing,”’ he said.' “I am unfamillar with 
the conditions on the iscthmus and wil! 
not even have formed any plans before 
going there ané looking over the condi- 
tion of affairs.’’ 

Definitely formulated theories are 
held by the new chief engineer in Tre- 
gard to the general method of com- 
pletion of the gigantic task. 

That he will put them into operation 
he does not say at the present time. 
Until he reaches the isthmus they re- 
main theories. They are: That the 
canal will be constructed by contractors 
and not by the Government 4s an em- 


ployer. : 

That at least one year will be re- 
quired before the staff on the isthmus 
can be organized and the work be un- 


dertaken proiltably. 

That no expense should be spared in 
securing competent men and that they 
should b eselected on account of their 
practical experience. 

That if there are not sufficient Amer- 
ican “rough riders of toil’’ to carry the 
national undertaking to success, men 
of other lands and nations must be 


employed. 

That living conditions (if as pictured) 
must be improved, and for the present 
Panama will not be a place for either 
Mra. Stevens or children. 

That the efficlency of the Panama 
Railroad, paralleling the canal route, 
must be immediately increased to ex- 
pedite the work of the canal. 

That Mr. Stevens accepts the position 
more as a duty to the country than as 
an enjoyable, profitable or salubrious 
post. 

Of former Chief Engineer Wallace, 
Mr... Stevens spoke the highest words 
of praise, and declared that he would 
rely largely on Mr. Wailace’s judg- 
ment in carrying out the future policy 
of construction. That he would leave 
Washington in a few days and discuss 
at length with Mr. Wallace the situa 
tion of the work before going to Pan- 
ama. 

Mr. Stevens refused to admit the pos- 
sible change in “he present policy of 
having the Government do the work in- 
stead of letting it out by contract. 

“That must be considered by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Secretary Taft and the 
commission,’ he said. “‘l can only rec- 
ommend. But my experience has been 
that work is always done better and 
cheaper when there is competition. The 
Government could dispense with many 
employes and save money if the canal 
is portioned out to contractors. 

t understand that Oriental 
beimg secured. There ia much negro 
labor in the South, lying idle, which 
might be utilized if the men could 
stand the climate. However, the ques- 
tion of that class of labor is the only 
vital one at present. 

“From what 1 know of the work now 
and the oondition of the organization 
on the isthmus, I imagine that it will 
be fully a year before anything will 
be in perfect running order. I[ have 
heen In the Government service for some 
time and have no doubt that I can fit 
myself to the duties of this position 
and carry them out without retarding 
friction.”’ 

The report that he had accepted the 
position only after long deliberation 
and repeated urgings was mentioned to 
Mr. Stevens. 

‘“T’ll admit that I was not anxious 
to go. I had made all plans to leave 
for the Philippines,’ he said. ‘‘At the 
game time I don’t consider Panama a 
health resort. The position was ac- 
cepted by me yesterday morning, as 
has been announced from. Washington. 

“We were fortunate in having Mr 
Stevens to turn to,”’ said Senretary Taft. 
“In the investigation we made of him | 
before he was offered the place of | 
railroad expert for the Philippines we 
learned all that we needed to know 
about him. We know what he can do 
without asking any more questions and 
we are perfectly satisfied with him. I! 
have no fear he will desert us.”’ 

Chairman Shonts announced that Mr. 
Stevens will be given a ‘“‘free hand” in 
directing the construction work on the 
isthmus and will not be in any way 
hampered by the absence of the su- 
preme power possessed by Mr. Wal- 
lace. 

Mr. Stevens, the new chief engineer 
of the Panama Canal. will be paid $30,- 
000 a year, which is $5000 more than 
Mr. Waliace received. It Is probable 
that later Mr. Stevens will be appoint- 
ed on the commission and made a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of 
three, as was Mr. Wallace, and $7500 a 
year may then be added to his salary. 

On the recommendation of Mr. Ste- 
vens the place which he has vacated, 
has been offered to W. A. Darling of” 
the Rock Island.
